Nothing marks the crowth anc 
gress cf a State, county, or town 1: ore 
certainly than the growth and prozr 3s 
The history of most 
frontier towns is marked by the same 
features, first the saloons, the nececs- 
sary stores for supplies, the gambling 
resorts; then, as a more permanent 
class of people presents itself, come 
the churches tal the schools, Reno 
in no wise differs from other towns of 
the West in these particulars, and now, 
when so much attention is attracted to 
the town, by reason of its great natural 
advantages, its position as a railroad 
center, and the increase of its educa- 
tional facilities, a concise history of 
the organization, and the progress of 
the schools up to the present time will 
be appropriate and interesting, both to 
the patrons of the schools and to the 
friends of education generally. The 
town of Reno was laid out in 1868, and 
grew rapidly, following the completion 
of the Central Pacific R. R. The first 
public school was opened in September 
of the same year, in the building re- 
cently occupied by the San Francisco 
Soap Co., the teacher being Miss Lucy

Waggoner and C. L. McFarlin, at a 
salary of $1,800 per year. The teachers 
under him were Prof. F. M. Alexander,

These were never more prosperous, as 
to attendance and progress, than at 
| the present time. By the census taken 
in May, 777 children, between the 
'ages of 6 and 18, were enrolled. At 
| least: 30 new scholars presented them- 
| selves for classification on the opening 
iday, and the first two days of the 
iterm were spent in examinations 
for this purpose. The schools are 
now well graded; the course of study 
is much the same as that followed in 
other schools of the State, and it will 
coupare favorably with those of older 
and longer established schools. As 
arranged, it will require eight years to 
complete the Primary, Intermediate 
and Grammar grades. The books 
used in these departments are: Swin- 
ton’s Series of Readers and Grammars, 
Swinton’s Word Book in Spelling 
Harper’s Elementary and School 
Geographies, Fish’s Arithmetics, Nos. 
l and 2, Smith’s Physiology and Hy- 
giene, Ridpath’s U. 8. History, Spen- 
cerian Copy Books, Bartholomew’s 
System of Drawing. In the High 
School Course, requiring three years 
to complete, the studies of the preced- 
ing years are reviewed and laid aside. 
Bookkeeping is taught through the 
entire course. Higher Arithmetic, Al- 
gebra, English History and Literature, 
Khetoric, Physical Geography, Nat- 
ural Philosophy, Chemistry, Zoology, 
and Latin, are also embraced in this 
course. Written examinations are 
held at the end of every term, and no 
scholar is allowed to pass from one 
grade to another, without a certificate 
of promotion.
